OMY OF GLASGOW BANE FAILED. 


LIABILITIES BATIMATED AT THIRTY MIL 
Lions, 

Loxvos, Oct. 2.—The liabilities of 
the City of Glaagow Hank, which closed 
ite doors to-day, are stated at fifty mil- 
lions. The liability of the shareholders 
is unlimited, One hundred» pound 
shares of the dealt in yester- 
day at over 200, and within a week at 
237. The, bank was established in 
1869, and had fifty to sixty branches, 
This is the heaviest bank failare in 
Scotland since 1857, Other Scottish 
banks were asked for awistance, but 
after examining the books at 8 meeting 
yesterday refused to do more than re- 
deers the note cirenlation of the bank, 
which is stated at three and a quarter 
millions. The failure has caused great 
excitement throughout Scotland and on 
the London Btock Exchange, where 
there was a heavy fall in Seoteh railway 
securities in consequence of the 
sure of Scotch holders to sell. The 
failure is generally attribute: to the re- 
sources being locked up in bills, shares, 
anil debentures of various kinds, that 
were not rewlily convertible. The Echo

There cannot he any good farming 
where weeds are allowed to ram riot 
among the growing crops, and amy farm- 
er who permits quantities of foul herb- 
age to grow sround the outside of his 
fields, in the corners or on amy perte of 
his farm, is no patriot, no man worthy 
of admiration or to be influenced by in 
any way. Yetin many neighborhoods 
there are men wishing to take the lead, 
whose farme are so covered with weeds 
that for the life of them, they eould not 
cross any of their fields without tread. 
ing on weeds atevery step. Lat any 
rational man think for a moment of the 
vast extent of injury such « farmer 
causes to his neighbors for many miles 
on every side. For, to say nothing of 
the action of the wind in scattering the 
seeds of many weeds, great quantities of 
them are eaten by birds which after 
wards visit farms whose careful, tidy 
owners take much trouble to keep them 
free from weedy pests, But it ie well 
known that seeds grow after passing 
throngh the bodies of birds, so that 
these clean fields are sown with weed 
seeds from the droppings of these birds, 
ant soon either become as foul aa thoee 
of the negligent, pextiferous neighbor 
or cause their owners a world of trouble 
to prevent such a calamity. Indignant 
public opinion should be brought to 
bear sharply on any land-owner whose 
weedy lands area disgrace to himeelf 
amd an injury and nuisance to the 
neéighberhood. .

Transportation Co., to go via St. Paul's, 
275 miles out of our course, We final- 
Jy arrived at Fisher's Landing, and were 
gfeeted with the cheering news that 
there were four steamers aground in the 
Red Lake River, between this point an 
Grand Forks, and that a week might 
pass ond still find ua here. Let me 
here remark that Manitoba-Lound peo- 
ple loudly complain that the Dominion 
Government have not yet appointed an 
experienced agent to meet them here, 
axsiat them in-recheeking their bagyage, 
and inform them how to proceed. Many 
women and children arrive here alone 
and unprotected, and are unable to get 
aheal, owing to the misrepresentation 
of. American landsliarks, During the 
afternoon I learned that the steamer 
Minnesota had wighted Grand Forks, 
after sinking a barge freighted with an 
engine and flat cars fur the Canada Pa- 
cific Hailroad. The distance between 
Fisher's and Grand Forks by the river 
ia 49 miles, by land 15 miles. I at once 
urged upon the Co. Agent the necessity 
of getting out teams and staging the 
passengers over the 15 miles, to catch 
the boat, Fisher's Landing being one of 
the most God-fursaken looking places in 
America. After a few moments paricy- 
ing the agent ordered teams ont, and 
about 75 of our party succeeded in 
making Giand Forks in time for the 
boat. (1 was pleased to nwet here Mr. 
Gideon Peterson, late of Madoc, who 
appeared in 1 health, and boasted 
loud of our glorious country.) 

The oldest settler on the Red River 
does nut remember of seeing it «o low 
before. It was not an unwmal thing for 
the watchman to call ont 3 feet, 2 feet, 
1§ feet, and so on, of water, and the 
boat would bump, bump, over the sand 
bars, and [ expect it will sound strange 
when | tell you that we were preterm 
ed in three feet of water. After three 
days we arrived in the City of Winni- 
peg, almost worn out, However we bid 
adieu to the Ned Kiver Transportation 
Co, Steamers. this being their last season 
on the route, as the iron horse will come 
bounding over our rich prairies ere the 
October sun wets; then from Nelleville 
to Winnipeg will we enjoy through-rail 
communication. 

It is extimated that 20,000 perons 
have securél homes in this huwuatiful 
country this season. Away far out 
along the Valleys of the Great Saakat- 
chewan ean you mect the stardy suns of 
old Canada ; their cosy log cabins over- 
looking the peaceful waters of this 
mighty river, where bat a few years ago 
the buffalo and red men held their away. 
Settlement has extended over 200 miles 
weat of Winnipeg, there being une con- 
timnous line of houses; the tall golden 
grain indicating the wealth of the 
soil. Along the highway to the Peace 
and Tow Rivers, winding their way east 
and south from the Rocky Mountains, 
1000 miles weet of Manitoba, there is 
one thoumnd miles of the finest lands 
in the world, traversed with thouswnds 
of miles of navigable rivers and great 
lakes, abounding in fish of all kinds. 
The famed white fich of Lake Winnipeg, 
the great wnealted inland sea, are the 
finest flavored and the largest of the 
kind in America, Vickerel, sturgeon, 
wunfich, black bass, gold eyes, pike, eat- 
fish, ealmon, and other members of the 
finny tribe, are captured by «portemen 
al Indians in large quantities, Ex- 
tensive foresta, where the noble old oak 
towers far above the maple, birch, pop- 
ler, aeh, elm, spruce, mee 5 white pine, 
leach and hickory, teem with all kinds 
of game, from the buffalo to the mbhit.
